RVTBBRFOIID B. HATES. 


The newly elected Governor of 


Ohio is now spokon of as a good man 
to elect President, and Lis name be- 
ing mentioned in that connection 
with such a high station, makes bis 
history intaresting reading matter. 
This is the third time tbe people of 
Ohio have elected the Hon. Ruther- 
ford B. Haves to the Governorship 
of that State. 
Though still young, 


he has had a large and varied expe- 
rience in public life, both military 
and civil. He served with distinc- 
tion during tbe war, receiving rapid 
promotion for brilliant services, and, 
on the conclusion of peace, left the 
army with the rank of Brigadier Gen- 
eral. Bat he was not long permitted 
to remain in retirement, for soon af- 
ter his return from the field he was 
elected to Congress from the second 
district of Ohio by o large majority. 
Before bis term of service expired, 
in 1867, General Hayes was elected 
Governor of tbe State, and wits re- 
elected in 1869. His opponent was 
Senator Thurman, the most popular 
Democratic leader in Obio. 
Tbe 


canvass was hotly contested, and tbe 
Republican majority was something 
less than three thousand. 
On his 


retirement from tbe Governor's chair 
General Hayes was again elected to 
•Con gross. 


The Republican Convention,which 


met in Columbus, on the 2il of June 
last, to nominate a candidate for Gov- 
ernor, felt that no man was so well 
fitted to lead the party to victory as 
•General Hayes; and although be ex- 
pressed a strong desire to remain in 
private life, and urged tbe nomina- 
tion of Judge Taft, ha received at the 
preliminary ballot, 400 votes out of 
547. The ensuing campaign was one 
of intense excitement, owing to the 
financial, religious and educational 
questions involved in the conquest. 
Tbe Republicans went into the con- 
test with earnest zeal, and made n 
gallant and successful fight against 
the "r.ig money" doctrincos promul- 
gated by tbe leaders of the Demo- 
cratic party. 
v 


General Hayes is a native of Ohio. 


He received an excellent education, 
and on beiug admitted to the bar 
commenced the practice of his pro- 
fession in Cincinnati. His brilliaut 
^abilities soon secured him a large and 
lucrative practice, which he unhesi- 
iatingly abandoned on the breaking 
out of tbe Rebellion to titke part in 
the w.u- for the preservation of the 
Union.

Sevenoaks to recover 2,766 shares of 
Coso mining stock, and after prose- 
cuting the cose in one of the District 
Courts accepted a compromise, ou/) 
term of which was that Judge Oarber 
was to receive 1,000 shares of the 
stock in dispute. Yesterday after- 
noon, Tnornton says, he called at the 
office of the Coso Mining Company 
and presented an order from Judge 
Garber for the stipulated amount of 
stock. 
Sevenoaks, William Hamil- 


ton and Deputy Sheriff Holmes were 
present, but Thornton thinking their 
presence was accidental did not pay 
any attention to them. Of Holmes' 
official character he states ho was 
ignorant. As soon as the stock was 
|in88etl across tbe counter, and before 
Thornton could receive it. Holmes, 
he alleges, without stating bis au- 
thority, seized the stock, and was 
proceeding to pocket it when Thorn- 
ton clinched him by the throat and 
fluug him backward to the floor. 
The liveliest description of a tustle 
ensued, nnd resulted in the signal 
defeat of tbe Sheriff, from whom his 
antagnist succeeded in wresting the 
stock. 
No 
bones 
were broken. 


When the fact had been satisfactorily 
ascertained, the Sheriff, Thornton 
alleges, arrested him in the most 
summary manner, and yanked him 
off to the City Prison, where he was 
searched like a sneak thief nnd flung 
into a foul smelling dungeon for 
venturing to "talk back" to the pris- 
on keeper Robinson. 
Against, the 


latter Thornton expresses his deter- 
mination to prefer charges before the 
Police Commissioners. Holmes he 
proposes to grill iu some civil Court.
